'cultivated, irrigated and exaggerated 
in the good old California style*.. But 


1 his exaggeration was only an expression 
of his ''optimism—a refusal to .recognize 
the-hole, in his doughnut. 
His' sons 


have picked.,the oranges, made* the tiox- 
es to >ship them,' worked in the packing- 
house an,d'are now. driving the tractor 
to harrow the,soil to an amazing degree 
of cultivation between the bosky rowa 
where each individual tree is a pride 
and delight to its owner. 


Thus father and son have become 


specialists. 
The 
newcomer may bo 


.'•'caught by the idea of having as great 


a variety of trees on his place as the 
acreage will aecomodatc, with an apple- 
tree hobnobbing with a pomelo, a guava 
bush with a currant, a banana plant 
with a quince. In addition the new- 
comer often dreams of fencing in the 
whole to lot turkeys, chickens, geese 
run together in the orchard untram- 
meled with tractor, the--ducks breaking 
'down the irrigating ditches, with pig- 
eons circling over all to breed in pro- 
lific haste riches for their owner in 
the shape of fat, juicy -squabs.

sounds idylic enough in a farm journal 
or a real estate pamphlet; but the old- 
timer has learned that the squabs never 
fatten, the coyotes get the young tur- 
keys in spite of the fence, then ducks 
die and the trees develop a fungus 
where their trunks meet the/soil.

Labor, 


thought, contrivance, struggle and cc 
onoray have been the cause.' There have 
been'-"holes in-^tho doughnuts. 
There 


have bjeen*freozo and flood and hail and 
drought and early drop to fight and 
Overcome. 'There have been water to 
develop, by putting down costly pumps; 
scale to eradicate by expensive fund 
gation; the red spider's damaging ruv 
ago to be countered by spraying, and 
tho 
myriad bacteriological posts of 


fruit and tree to fight, as well us to re 
make the soil, which requires expert 
chemical knowledge. 


But the last word is water. Without 


water all is" nothing. And now comes 
this I. W. W, element who, though ig- 
norant of all tho lessons tho orange 
grower has learned 
from 
thatv old, 


stern teacher, experience, has grasped 
this one fact which ho voices to him- 
self, "If 1 can destroy this 'greedy 
capitalist's' water supply I strike thiif 
orange industry a body blow; if I can 
temporarily disable his pumps I will at 
least annoy. "So he tries it. Federal 
authorities have sent word to tho con- 
stables of the orange-growing district 
to watch their wells. Within tho last 
few days in the Covina district three 
wells have b^een tampered with; sand 
haa been found in tho oil cups and 
belts have been cut. The Burner comes 
from Pomona that dynamite was dis- 
covered just in time, to prevent damage 
of a well there, La Verne complains, 
and the large'pumping plant In Irwin- 
dale that supplies a thousand acres wan 
for three days incapacitated. The zan- 
jero explains this-as a natural accident, 
but the constable given his warning 
and casually mention* that he has seen 
recently one of the Russian Bolshevik 
leader* who tried to start a strike in 
the Charter Oak packing hou«e last 
winter. 


There is an aristocracy of labor in 


the orange district. With true Ameri- 
canism work is regarded as wise and 
tho worker as worthy. But this aristo- 
cracy i» nut exclusive. Even the Bol- 
shevists last winter, would have been 
welcome had they meant to work. And 
wages are fair. 'When a man disci) an 
orchard with a tractor he is paid $2.50 
per hour; 8 per day when he works with 
a team. The irrigator who must con- 
trol the water, for twelve consecutive 
hours is paid 40 cents ao hour, while 
the picker receives 6 cents a box, with 
a possibility of picking 100 boxes a 
day. Just now the orchards and pack- 
ing houws are filled with high school 
boys and even college njca, with a 
goodly number of corporals, sergeants 
and a stray "shave tall" or two re- 
cently back from overseas. They cer- 
tainly go to make for aristocracy of 
labor.
